This country has time and 
again proved itself capable of 
sacrificing generously to aid the 
tragic victims of war, famine, 
and disaster abroad. 

In the very near future, the 
country will have to make a sac¬ 
rifice solely in its own intere.sts 
and this, paradoxically enough, 
may prove the harde.st sacrifice 
the American people have yet 
been called upon to make. 

The surrender of France has 
placed within the power-hungry 
h.ands of Adolf Hitler more than 
virtual mastery of the European 
contin-ent. It has given the Nazi 
overlord a powerful club over 
the destinies of the Latin Ameri¬ 
can nations. The markets of 
Europe, now shattered by war, 
are the life blood of South Ameri¬ 
can countries. 

Can nations below the border 
recover their markets in Europe, 
where Hitler is now master, if 
th-oy show them-elves hostile to 
Nazi (Jermany? They must trade 
to survive, a fact which Germany 
will exploit to the hilt. Unle.ss the 
United States, purely in its own in¬ 
terest, is prepared to adjust its 
tariffs to increase free trade be¬ 
tween the Americas and forestall 
Latin America’s utt-er dependence 
on a Nazi-dominated Europe, the 
countries of South America will 
be forced to collaborate fully with 
the German conquerors. And in the 
Nazi scheme of things, economic 
penetration is blood brother to po¬ 
litical penetration and a stepping 
stone to eventual conquest. 

There Is nothing heroic nor 
dramatic about altering tariffs to 
encourage free trade among the 
American nations. Nevertheless, 
such action is a first line of 
defense. If we rail to act while 
there Is time, we may awake 
some morning to find Nazi Ger¬ 
many has entrenched herself at 
our back door in Latin America 
without so much as firing a single 
shot. 

The sacrifices involved in stim¬ 
ulating free trade in defense of 
our own security may be as 
nothing compared with the sacri¬ 
fices that will be demanded if we 
refuse to act until it Is too late 
to do anything but fight.

The plan for economic coopera-1 
tion of all the western hemis¬ 
phere nations to pool their ma¬ 
jor crops and raw material .sur¬ 
pluses for selling to the markets 
of the world — brings home to 
Americans a phase of the war’s 
backlash that had not been 
closely considered by the lay¬ 
man before. The need for such a 
plan brings out an explanation of 
how and why we regard the busi¬ 
ness methods of the totalitarian 
countries as a serious threat, 
not only to our prosperity, but to 
our physical sa.'ety. That is that 
dictatorships, because they control 
all their country’s trade, are able 
to—and do practically eliminate 
wages and ruthlessly sacrifice 
profits in order to virtually under¬ 
sell others and gain an entering 
wedge of business; then they im¬ 
pose a virtually compulsory bar¬ 
ter system on the country from 
which they want vital supplies.
